Four Years Ago— Suffering Has Left 
Her In P itifu l State of Nervousness 


— Must

E at— One of Most Pathetic of All the 
Thousands of Refugee Experiences. 


The first slave to arrive In this coun­ 
try since the Turkish deportations of 
HlKVlti, when thousands of Armenian 
and Syrian women were driven from 
their homes to Aleppo on the edge of 
Mesopotamia, 
Is 
Vartanouseh 
Knru- 
gheustan, an Armenian girl, twenty 
i years old. 
She has just reached New 
York, accompanied by Marshall Ingalls 
Mays, Near East relief worker, of To­ 
peka. Kan., says the New York Tribune. 
An Arab slave mark, tattooed in in- 
deltble ink at the base of her right 
hand thumb, furnished proof that the 
girl had been a slave of the Mahom­ 
etans. 
She was met at the dock by 
her brother, John N. Karagheuslan, 
wealthy dealer In Oriental rugs, who 
lives in Minneapolis. 
He said he had 
not seen his sister in twelve years. 
“She does not realise she Is in New 
York," he said; “she thinks she is iu 
I heaven.”

Theaters, automobile rides, pretty 
clothes and all the comfort and luxury 
of one of the city’s leading hotels have 
failed to bring a smile of pleasure to 
the girl’s lips. 
The suffering she has 
undergone has left her in a pitiful state 
of nervousness.

Mr. Mays, who brought Miss Knra- 
gheusinn to this country after she had 
served some tint*' as a relief worker, 
following her rescue from the Turks, 
said her case was one of the most pa­ 
thetic of all the thousands of refugee 
experiences chronicled at the Ameri­ 
can relief stations.

maintained 
throughout Armenia by Near Hast Re­ 
lief, of 1 Madison avenue, for the care 
of women and g ir ls who escape or are 
rescued from bondage. 
It is known 
that at the present time more than 
100.04*I women and girls are held In 
harems, hut they nrs* being freed as 
rapidly as facilities for their cure can 
be provided. 
One of B’g M igration. 
With her mother, sist*-r, aunt, uncle 
and two little cousins. Miss 
Kara- 
gheusian was a member—of the big mi­ 
gration the Turks forced in li'ln. From 
July until October the captives were 
on the road in charge of brutal Turkish 
guards. 
No food or water was issued, 
and their only means of sustenance 
consisted In picking the little vegeta­ 
tion to he found In the fields and stop­ 
ping a moment tit a stream for a drink. 
One by one the refugees dropped out 
of the line to perish of starvation by 
the roadside. 
A urtanousch s mother 
w as one of the first to go. 
She t^ed In 
the g irl's arms. 
A few' days later her 
sister gave up of weariness. She could 
not stagger on. 
After beating her and 
urging her forward, the Turks kicked 
her off to one side nnd left her to die 
alone. 
Vartanouseh 
was lashed in 
answer to her appeals to he allowed to 
remain with her sister. 
Her uncle was massacred en route to 
Aleppo; her aunt and baby ‘cousins 
perished, 
and 
the 
girl 
was 
the 
only remaining member of the family 
left when they reached their destina­ 
tion. 
Out of several thousand captive 
Armenians w h o had started In July on 
the march under their Turkish cap­ 
tives, only 100 survived In October. 
Served as M ilita ry Interpreter. 
As Vartanouseh spoke Turkish and 
Syrian, as well as Armenian, she was 
used as a military interpreter for a 
time. 
Later, to escape the horrors of 
living with the array, she sought work 
in a Turkish hospital, and there found 
a girl friend from her home town, dis­ 
guised and serving as u nurse. 
The 
friend was able to get her in, ami for 
many 
months she nursed 
wounded 
Turks at the Zuhleh base. 
When the British captured Jerusa­ 
lem she made her escape to the Brit­ 
ish lines and was sent by them to the 
American relief station at Beirut. From 
then on her story reads like a chapter 
from some fairy tale. 
One day, while doling out soup to 
the refugees, she became engaged in 
conversation with an Armenian who 
had been In America nnd who was serv­ 
ing with the French army. 
He asked 
her name. 
“ Vartanouseh Karagheuslan,” she re­ 
plied.

Hears of Brother Here. 
“I know John 
Karagheuslan, who 
lives in America," he said. 
“Are you 
related to him?" 
“He is my brother,” said the girl.

Evidently Mr. Karagheuslan did not 
approve of the l’aris frock nnd coat 
Ills sister wore, for the first thing he 
did was to take her to a Fifth avenue 
department 
store and order a full 
wardrobe, 
“This time next year I will bring her 
hack to New York, and you won't know 
she’s an Armenian girl," lie said. “She's 
going to school at St. M argaret’s Acad­ 
emy In Minneapolis.’’

condition, 
and Mr. Ford occasionally demonstrates both to visitors 
at his farm in Dearborn. 
Some fifteen years ago Mr. Ford began work on what 
has come to be the Fordson. 
This tractor was really a 
Ford car equipped with special wheels and 
included ol 
course some mechanical changes.

he
